The Japanese, taking over 324

Traffic was resumed 
only when the Chinese agreed to 
move trains no farther south than 
Tsinan and Shantung. 

Gen. Shang Chen wired his res- 
ignation as Governor of Hopeh 
province to Nanking, accepting re- 
sponsibility for the failure to check 
the North China autonomy move- 
ment. 

His resignation aggravated 
further the northern crisis which 
arose originally from demands for 
self-government in the five north- 
ern provinces of Hopeh, Chahar, 
Shansi, Shantung and Suiyuan, fol- 
lowed by establishment of \an au- 
tonomous Government in the de- 
spokesmen as merely one phase of 
Eastern Hopeh. 

Views of Troop Movements. 

The unobstructed Japanese mili- 
tary movement into North China 
was described. by some Japanese 
spokes men as merely one phase of 
widespread maneuvers. 

Chinese sources, however, thought 
the troop influx might be aimed at 
intimidating North China officials 
into acceptance of the autonomy 
program and forestalling any Nan- 
king efforts to suppress the cam- 
paign forcibly. 

Detachments of Japanese troops 
appeared suddenly in localities of 
North China where never before 
had they been seen. 

Chinese reports said truckloads of 
the Japanese forces were moving 
toward Paotingfu, 80 miles south of 
Peiping, headquarters for the army 
of Gen. Shang. 

Major-General Rensuke Isogai, 
Japanese military attache at Shang- 
hai, is a communique issued today, 
said he had informed Gen. Chén Yi, 
Nanking Government official, that 
the Japanese Army did not approve 
Nanking’s reported plan for allevia- 
tion of the North China crisis. 

Isogai announced he had urged 
Gen. Chen to advise Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek to adopt a three- 
point remedy for the situation, as 
follows: Cancelation of the Chinese 
monetary program in so far as 
it affects North China; a clear-cut 
definition of China’s attitude on 
Chinese-Japanese co-operation § in 
checking Communism in the north;

Young Rambo’s Story.

After going to bed early Monday 
evening, he dressed again and 
climbed out the window of his bed- 
room to a porch roof, from which 
h» dropped to the ground. He met 
the other boy in the business dis- 
trict of Edwardsville, and together

.38-caliber revolver with which Hig- 
gins was later killed. 

Leaving the warehouse, the two 
went to the home of Mrs. Helen 
Brady, next door to the Higgins 
home at 510 Chapman street. They 
tried to force open the back screen 
door of the Brady home, but were 
frightened when they heard voices 
inside, and ran to hide in a nearby 
vacant lot. After a few minutes 
they returned, and forced open a 
front window of the Higgins home, 
opening into a room in which Mar- 
gie, 7-year-old daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Higgins, was asleep. 

7-Year-Old Child Struck. 

Margie turned over as they en- 
tered the room, and Rambo, fear- 
ing that she would awake, hit her 
on the head several times with 
the butt of the revolver. She cried 
out after the first blow, arousing 
Mrs. Higgins, who came running 
into the room. Rambo handed the 
revolver to his companion, who ran 
to the back of the house, while he 
scrambled out the window through 
which they had entered. 

As Rambo ran around toward the 
back of the house, he said, he heard 
the shot which killed Higgins. Hig- 
gins, awakened by his’7 wife’s 
screams, had overtaken the intru- 
der on the back porch of his home, 
where a lattice gate with an un- 
usual latch had impeded flight. 
Rambo said he returned to his 
home, on the northeast edge of Ed- 
wardsville, climbed back up the 
porch roof and into his bed, where 
his foster father, Verne Rambo, 
told police he saw the boy asleep 
at 5 a. m. 

The bullet which killed Higgins 
passed through his heart and lodged 
in his spine. Removed in the au- 
topsy, it proved to have been fired 
from a .38-caliber revolver. Police

Books will be burned, all external discus- 
sion that differs in point of view from 
that held by those in power will be 
stamiped out, and the press will be regi- 
mented in such form as America has 
never yet seen. 

What this indicates is the terrific need 
of adult education in the fundamentals 
of sociology, psychology and economics. 
We live in a machine-power age, a tech- 
nological age, an age of ceaseless change. 
And we attempt to believe that that 
which is will ever be. Kifty million 
Frenchmen can be wrong. History never 

' repeats itself. 

Let those in some positions of power 
in the field of education turn on the heat. 
Let us put a revival of faith in the way 
of democracy to solve our economic and 
political questions. As the United States 
Commissioner of Education says, the 
American way is the way of education. 
Let us get facts to adults, and relate them 
to their everyday lives. This is extreme- 
ly important. Without it, the American 
dream will be smashed!

A Musician Is Given a Shovel. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

AM a professional] musician and have 

been on full relief and partial relief 
at different times. As a matter of in- 
formation, I may say that I wrote the 
music for a nationally advertised radio 
program until it was discontinued about 
two years ago; in other words, I am a 
competent musician. Being forced to go 
on relief, and realizing the necessity of 
being better fitted in the future, I con- 
centrated on instrumental efficiency on 
the trumpet. Lately I have been able 
partially to support myself by my play- 
ing, and have been looking forward to 
the musical project being arranged by 
the Government as an opportunity for 
permanent improvement. 

But Mr. Amend of the WPA has ruled 
otherwise. He has sent me a telegram 
instructing me to report as a laborer on 
a project for grading streets and alleys. 
Now don’t misunderstand me at this 
point: I have not the least disrespect 
for hard work or for laboring men. That 
isn't the question. The question is, Where 
does al] the much-touted social and cul- 
tural rehabilitation come in if the musi- 
cians who need this work are sent out 
as laborers? 

At the time of the last musicians’ proj- 
ect in St. Louis, I was on full relief and 
I actually begged to get a job on it. I 
didn’t get a thing but relief. So my 15 
years of musical experience and study 
are going to be used in making sym- 
phonic streets and alleys in the neighbor- 
hood of Walnut Park. This is the cue 
for the C. of C. boys to join in the chorus 
of “They don’t wanna work.”

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A NEEDED INVESTIGATION. 


The plight of the disillusioned buyers of “guar- 
anteed” real estate mortgage bonds was the subject 
of searching inquiry by representatives of a con- 
gressional investigating committee in St. Louis last 
week, 


a major catastrophe of the early years of the de- 
pression—is well known, particularly to hundreds of 
thousands of buyers of glittering paper containing 
such magic words as “gold,” “guaranteed” and “7 
per cent.” 

Buyers of these bonds were largely persons of 
moderate means, not accustomed to measuring the 
security behind ordinary stocks and bonds, but hav- 
ing a wholesome regard for the soundness of the 
real estate mortgage. In the frenzied financial era, 
promoters discovered that by using the real estate 
mortgage as the basis for “bonds,” they could draw 
on the savings of thrifty persons for funds for many 
glamorous and ill-conceived building projects — 
great hotels where too many already existed, tow- 
ering office buildings where the demand already was 
oversupplied, palatial apartment houses for a popu- 
lation soon to face the pinch of unemployment. 

The crash was a stunning blow, and in trying to 
focus public attention on the causes and results, the 
House of Representatives investigating committee is 
performing a notable public service. Representatives 
Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois and Thomas O’ Malley 
of Wisconsin, who conducted the St. Louis inquiry, 
showed a deep understanding of the situation. They 
sought repeatedly by their keen interrogation of wit- 
nesses to show that generally the welfare of buyers 
of the bonds was disregarded by the promoters and 
distributors of the fancy paper. They hoped, they 
said, to speed up the processes of reorganization so 
that the bondholders—mortgage holders, in fact— 
may salvage something from the wreck, at which, 
needless to say, swarms of receivers, trustees, com- 
mittees, managers and lawyers were found in the 
profitable (to them) processes of carrying off what- 
ever of value was left. 

A survey by the congressional committee has estab- 
lished that something like 10 billion dollars of the 
real estate mortgage bonds were sold and that about 
eight billion dollars are in default, a large amount 
practically worthless. 

While the committee may not be able to prevent 
a recurrence of such a financial disaster, it can at 
least warn the public to be on guard, and probably 
will sponsor legislation that will make the way of 
the unscrupulous promoter of such unsound enter- 
prises a little more difficult. 
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JOYCE KILMER MEMORIAL PARK. 
A 500-acre tract of virgin forest, part of an exten- 
sive tract in Graham County, N. C., to be purchased

park to bear the name of Joyce Kilmer. For the 
young poet who found beauty in the common things 
about him, and whose brief career ended in a war- 
torn field in France, such a memorial will be infi- 
nitely more fitting than one of bronze or marble. 

A host of his other poems will survive, but it is 
for “Trees” that Joyce Kilmer is most widely re- 
membered, and the atrocities wrought upon it by 
singers’ maudlin repetition have not diminished the 
delicate simplicity of its dozen lines. It might have 
been dedicated to such trees as those of the Blue 
Ridge Mountains that will commemorate the poet's 
memory. Tall, stately yellow poplars, white ash 
and hemlock grow there, some four and five centuries 
old, in a region that the forest exploiter has not yet 
touched. Joyce,Kilmer would be content to know 
that in his name a sector of this forest grandeur will 
be preserved. 
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WE PERMIT “TOBACCO ROAD.” 

St. Louis officially has looked at that provocative, 
much-discussed play, “Tobacco Road,” and acted in- 
telligently. It has refused to be stampeded by the 
dangerous examples of Chicago and Detroit into for- 
bidding a production which honestly and seriously 
tries to inform the American public of the degrada- 
tion of a segment of its civilization. True, certain 
so-called “strong-language” lines have been deleted, 
but the artistic integrity of the play has not been 
marred. The city has perpetuated its tradition of 
sanity and freedom. That tradition is not something 
to be lightly dismissed. 

For censorship presents a growing evil in the 
American theater and, consequently, in the en®ire 
American scene. It has been shamelessly abused dur- 
ing this year of 1935, from coast to coast. In some 
cases, it has become the tool whereby politicians have 
attempted to stamp out protests against abuses in 
our industrial system. 

“Waiting for Lefty,” the critically acclaimed play 
by Clifford Odets, is a case in point. This excellent 
piece of drama merely relates the efforts of a union 
of taxi drivers to overcome the racketeers who head 
the organization and, in so doing, to declare a strike. 
There is nothing unconstituttonal about a strike, and, 
certainly, nothing constitutional about racketeers. 
The play takes a brief pot-shot at the munitions 
makers, and we seem to remember that the Congress 
of the United States has done something more ex- 
tensive along the same line. The play suggests that 
there should be no religious discrimination in this 
country and, if our memory is not at fault, the Pil- 
grim Fathers had a similar idea. Yet “Waiting for 
Lefty” was banned in Newark, Boston, New Haven, 
Conn., and other cities. 

The deduction is obvious. There are, apparently, 
those in the land who wish to suppress that funda- 
mental of all political liberty, freedom of speech. 
When they strike at in the theater, they strike at 
it everywhere. 

In permitting “Tobacco Road” to tell its tale to 
the citizenry, St. Louis has valiantly defended~Amer- 
icanism on the banks of the Mississippi.

IF THE CHARITIES DRIVE FAILS. 

The United Charities campaign has fallen so far 
short of its $2,850,000 goal that it has been extended 
into next week, though originally scheduled to end 
tomorrow. Figures presented at the .meeting Mon- 
day night showed that less than 60 per cent of the 
total had been subscribed. Continuance of the cam- 
paign thus is imperative if the human misery of 
coming months represented by the fund’s shortage 
is to be avoided. Praise is due the army of volun- 
teer workers who have given freely of their time, 
and now will continue so to give. 

The grim significance of failure to reach the Unit- 
ed Charities goal was conveyed in a report made 
public a few days ago, giving instances of measures 
forced by the shortage of funds this year. For lack 
of funds, the Children’s Aid Society has been com- 
pelled to refuse help to 250 needy children. The 
Visiting Nurse Association has had to restrict its 
staff and limit its work among the sick poor. The 
Jewish Sanitarium has been forced to draw on its 
capital to provide proper food for its patients, and 
inferior food is all that the budgets of Jewish hontes 
for the aged will allow. Individual cases were tragic: 
children deprived of proper food by the shortage of 
funds, training denied a yong father after a dis- 
abling accident, an aged 1.an turned away from a 
eae for invalids, a child suffering from tuberculosis 
left with its family in a congested district. 

Such instances as these will be multiplied many 
times if the drive fails. Other institutions will find 
it necessary to turn applicants away, or restrict their 
activities. Suffering, want, neglect will follow the 
failure of St. Louisans to respond. It is the duty 
of those who are able to give and have not given, 
and of those who can give more, to prevent the disas- 
trous aftermath of an unsuccessful campaign.

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TARIFF COMMISSIONER O’BRIEN. 

When President Hoover appointed Robert Lincoln 
O’Brien. a New England Republican, to the headship 
of the United States Tariff Commission, the comment 
was freely made that the President, taking no 
chances, had picked a man eminently “safe and sane,” 
from the high protectionist point of view, on the 
subject of the tariff. Mr. O’Brien had been the Wash- 
ington correspondent of a high-tariff newspaper and 
later the publisher of a Republican paper in Boston. 
His background, therefore, seemed to guarantee a 
completely impeccable support of the high-tariff 
views which the President was urging with the zeal 
'of a convert. 

But it wasn’t long before Mr. O’Brien was proving 
his open-mindedness as the head of an agency 
charged with making scientific investigations of 
tariff rates and their effect. At a time when Presi- 
dent Hoover was terribly exercised over the effects 
of depreciated currencies abroad on the tariff struc- 
ture of the United States, Mr. O’Brien had the po- 
litical hardihood to: go before a congressional com- 
mittee and oppose a bill, supported by a strong sec- 
tion of the Republican party, for automatic tariff in- 
creases against countries with depreciated curren- 
cies. His stand helped to kill the bill. Perhaps the 
key to Mr. O’Brien’s independent attitude on this oc- 
casion may be found in his early political schooling: 
he served for three years as personal secretary to 
Grover Cleveland. 

President Roosevelt has just redesignated Mr. 
O’Brien as the chairman of the Tariff Commission, 
on which he is still serving under the Hoover ap- 
pointment. The selection does credit to the Pres- 
ident.

I know that those who work for his 
newspapers respect, admire and like him, 
because he is direct, forthright, virile—a 
“square-shooter,” as the saying goes. He 
is warm-hearted and generous. In conse- 
quence, he can easily be victimized—once. 
But there is tabasco in his blood, and once 
is the limit. After that, he can be implaca- 
ble. There is more than a touch of the 
Puritan in him. 

He does not fall for sycophants, though 
the target for many and not suspicious, 
and he seems never to have lost his ability 
to distinguish sharply between his private 
self and the influential position he has 
climbed to. There is no swank about him. 
He is essentially and permanently demo- 
cratic, and as devoid of guile as any man 
I have ever known. 

He means what he says, and vice versa. 
When he first made up his mind that the 
New Deal was cock-eyed, he said so, vig- 
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orously and often. At that time, the New 
Deal was at its emotional peak, and the 
protest from his readers was terrific. 
more suave and politic man would have 
trimmed sail and bided his time. Knox 
promptly broke out more canvas and went 
after the New Deal harder than ever. 

Impossible not to admire a man like 
that! 

He says he believes in free speech and 
a free press, and he does. He nearly fired 
a star reporter who merely asked how he 
wanted a story covered.

He is a superb executive. The way he 
manages his great properties fills me with 
awe. He is an organizing genius who can 
handle the temperamental mavericks of the 
editorial side no less skillfully than he han- 
dies the complex problems of business and 
the delicate relations with labor. 

I hope he gets the nomination. What is 
more, | would gnash no teeth if he were 
elected. But I think that within 30 min- 
utes after he took the oath of office, there 
would be some teeth gnashing—and they 
would be his!

He believes sincerely that, as President. 
he could alter the course of government. I 
do not. I believe that the present trend of 
government results from vast and complex 
forces, and that those féerces wil] drive our 
next President in substantially the same 
direction as' taken by his predecessor. 

I believe that, when put to the test of 
use, Mr. Knox’s platform would remain as 
shiny and unmarred as the Democratic 
platform has been. I believe that a new 
hat on the White House hatrack will 
change the flow of events little more than 
a new president of Tel. & Tel. would affect 
our use of the telephone.

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Vanishing Street Cars

S TREET cars cease to run on Eighth and 

Ninth avenues in New York City. They 
are nothing except memories on others of 
its prominent thoroughfares. It is predicted 
that they will soon have passed _ entirely 
from the view of New Yorkers. 

This being the condition in the largest 
city of the land, it would seem that the 
time approaches when, in order to see a 
trolley car, it will be necessary to visit Hen- 
ry Ford’s collection of vehicles of the past, 
or to view the exhibits in some other mu- 
seum of transportation. 

Busses took the place of the trolley cars 
on the two New York avenues recently. 
The substitution was made the occasion of 
a ceremony in which two of the cars ap- 
peared draped with the emblems of mourn- 
ing while a band played a dirge. 

It was the late Bernard S. Deutsch, presi- 
dent of the Board of Aldermen, who pre 


' dicted the disappearance of the trolleys from 
| the streets of New York. 


“The other car lines,” he said, “had bet- 
ter get wise to themselves and motorize. 
It’s time they realized that the trolley as 
a means of transportation in New York has 
outlived its usefulness.” 

Samuel Levy, president of the Borough 
of Manhattan, said that the occasion was 
“a red-letter day in the motorization of 
trolley lines,” and predicted that if a reor 
ganization of the New York Railways Co. 
is effected, the trolleys will next disappear 
from Lexington, Sixth and Seventh avenues 
and many cross-town streets, leaving only 
the Third Avenue Railway Co. operating 
surface cars in Manhattan. 

When the trolley cars were young, Oliver 
Wendell Holmes wrote of them as forming 
the broomstick train. Witches riding these 
modern broomsticks appeared in the trou 
bled dreams of steam railroad men, as the 
trolley lines were extended from city to city. 
But the electric car which was one of the 
marvels of the more or less gay ‘90s was 
not destined to rival the deacon’s one-hoss 
shay, and serve for a century.

On Mail Flight 
Over Pacific 


CCORDING to Robert E. Fel- 
A wes Chief of the stamp divis- 

ion, United States Postoffice 
Department, who had charge of the 
first flight covers and new Trans- 
pacific Airmail stamp, the mail for 
this inaugural flight was very 
heavy. He estimated that there were 
at least 125,000 covers and that the 


receipts would reach $75,000 from 
this source alone. 

Until within a few days of the 
‘flight the Philatelic Agency had 
2500 applications for the new 
stamp, some of the orders running 
into full sheets. The Philatelic 
Agency announced that the receipts 
for November would exceed any 
November since the agency had 
been in existence. At the same time 


the total receipts for October were 
announced as $71,502, almost $10,- | 
000 above October, 1934.

Paint wood when the surface is 


due to dampness of the material. 

Cracks in wood are usually due 
to faulty seasoning. This condition 
may be remedied by filling the 
crevices with wood putty.
